dleneſs to oppoſe them, andthe ex» 
preſneſs of our Church doctrine a- 
gainft them, making it rather anaR 
- of Authority then of raſhneſ5 utterly 
© to deface them. How expreſs and

poſitive the doftrine of our Church 
1s againtt chem, our Engliſh Homily 
entitled Againſt the perill of idola- 
try, abundantly declareth ; and tha 
tufficiently in. any of theſe enſuing 
parcels thereof : As firſt in thele 
words: _ 

To conclude, It appeareth evident- 
ly by all Stories, & Writing , and ex- 
perience , that neither preaching, nei- 
ther writing , ngr the conſent of 
the Learned, nor the Anthoyity of the 
Goaly , nor the Decrees of Councils, 
wor the Laws of Princes, nor extrean 
puniſhment of the offenders in that be- 
half, nor any other remedy or meanes 
can belp againſt Idolatry if Images be 
ſuffered pablikely : Libro Hom. Tom 
2.Hom. 2. part 3.p. 60. Impreſ.ult. 

Secondly, lelt we ſhould thinke 
that it excepred only againſt Heath= 
en Images, it addeth further in thele 
word; : 

All thoſe names of abomination, 
which Gods word in the hily Scripture 


4ivet h rnto the Idols of the Gentiles,

the ſame appertains alſo toour Images 
ſet up in our Churches , and unto the 
makers & maintainers thereof, p.Y8o. 

And finally , leſt we ſhonld think 
that it did except only againit the [- 
mages of ordinary and infer.our per- 
ſons, and not againſt the Images of 
Canonized Saints and perſons of 
ſpecial reckoning, it hath a proviſo 
to that purpoſe in theſe words : 

T he Images of God, our Saviour, 
the Virgin, the Apoſtles, Martyrs, & 
others of notable holineſs, are of ail 0- 
thers the miſt dangerous, and therfore 
of all other , greateſt care ought to be 
had that none of them be ſuffered to 
ſtand publikely in Templerand Chur- 
ches, pag. 66. | 

On the other ſide, what a prone- 
neſs there 1s in the Times to advance 
them, this alone may be argument 
ſufficient, in that, notwithſtanding 
the ſo peremptory determination of 
our Church againſt them , they be 
nevertheleſs {tiJl retained, and alſo, 
for one pretence cr other more and 
A 3 more. 
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more multiplyed and advanced. In 
this therefore ſo palpable a Schiſme 
betwixt doctrine & praftice, my dus 
ty binding me, and. my judgement 
ſerving me to fide with the doctrine, 
my defire is to exerciſe my pen as . 
my Titie imported , and my purpoſe 
is co confine my piins unto the ma- 
king anſwer unto only two of thoſe 
allegations, which uſe to be made in 
the bebalf of choſe Church images, 
and they ſhall be chele., 

I That —_ do greatly adorn 
and beautifte Churches. 

2 That chey furniſh the dead with 
Tombs and Monuments. 

For though it alſo uſe to be plead- 
ed in their behalf, thar they are ſpe- 
cial good to give inſtruction, and al- 
ſo toward the quickning of devoti- 
on: yet becauſe we bave already (to- 
ward the vindication of the ſecond 
Gommande ment ) made particular 
anſwers unto thole allegations ; we 


- will wholly for this time confine our 


ſelves unto thoſe two premiſed.

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1 Tothe firſt of them, then, which 
pleadeth how greatly they adorn 
and beautifie Churches, we anſwer ; 
Firſt, that in'the propbecy of E- 


ſay the Lord ſaith thus , a Te ſhall de* 


file the covering of thy graven Images 
of filver,and the ornament of thy mol- 
ren Images of gold, thou fyalt calt 
them away as a menſtruom cioth,thou 
ſhalt ſay unto them get thee hence : 
And in the prophecy of Ezeck:# we 
read thus; Þ As for the beauty of his 
ornament, he ſet it in majtſty.but they 
have made the Images of their abcmi® 
nations, and of their aeteſtable things 
therein, 

aly, It is a neceſſary condition in 
an ornament that it be without ſcan- 
dal ; but Images in Churches are not 
without ſcandal:cherefore Images in 
Churches are no ornament. Touch- 
ing the ground of this our argumer, 
namely that ornaments muſt not he 
ſcandalous, itis no more then the 
generall rule of Juſtice doth require. . 
a Eſay 30, 22. bExek 7. 10. 
M4 : For

For life mn{t always be preferred be- 
fore beauty, as < life zs myre worth 
then meat, & the body then raymont : 
whereupon't fairly follows, that the 
things which indiper life, eſpectally 
the ſpiricual life, muit rather be for- 
born , then the thinps which ſerve 
only for beauty and ornament, pro. 
cared therewith: vea, the Apoitle e- 
ſteems it a 4 wazxt of charity, if a man 
had not ſometime rather parc with 
his food then be the cauſe of another 
mans (in. Now that Images are {ci - 
dalous things in Churches , it 1s ma- 
ny wavs apparent. For (firſt) there 
being an unreaſonable pronenels in 

tae heart of man to fir by Imapes, 

eventothe bowing down unto them 
and committing ſpirituall fornicatis 
with them, It muſt needs bethat the 
ſetting up ſuch kind of fights in thoſe 
kinde of places where perſons that 
are ſpiritually incontinet are allow- 
 ed(yea-and bound) to repair , will 
prove a palpable incenſement- and

provocation thereunto ; eſpecially 
when as ſuch kind of pollution is apt 
to be committed through the meere 
aſpect of the outward Eye, and that 
without the privity or knowledge of 
the neereſt ſtander by. Surely if in- 
continent perſons ſhould: be invited 
unto ſuch kind of houſes as had eve- 
ry corner ſtuffed with baggages for 
ſuch purpoſes, and ſuch allo as were 
not able to ſay them nay ( for ſuch 
kinde of things we are ſure are Ima- 
ces) were it not a moſt ready way to 
provoke ſuch kind of iniquity ? 2. 
Wexread in the Prophet Ezech. that 
when © the people of Iſrael aid ſee the 
Images of the Caldeis pourtrayd apon 
the City walls, girded with girales as 
bout their loyns, exceeding in dyed at- 
tire like Princes, &C, they entred into 
the bed of love with them. And there- 
fore when our people ſhall ſee the 
Images, not of Infidels and profane 
perſons, but of moſt holy Saints, in 
like manner pourtrayed, & that not,

upon comon wals, but upon the wals 
and moſt eminent places of bely 
Temples, isit not to be feared, thar 
ſpiritna) dotage wil enſue chereupon 
even to the entring into the Bed of 
love with them? For admit chat the 
dotage of thoſe [/raelites which the 
Prophet reports of, was not ups the 
Images, but upon the perſons which 
thoſe Images did repreſent: yet when 
ſuch perſons were once dead, or lo 
far diftant as that their lovers could 
not enjoy them, will not the dotage 
in the end rather double it ſelf upon 
the Image;then any way expire and 
abate? 3. To attribute unto [mages 
the name and title of Church orna- 

ments, is aready way to confer holi- 
neis upon them : For it the Temple 
be holy, ſhall not the ornaments of 
the Temple chalenge holineſs?Scan- 
daious therefore it muſt needs be, if 
not plainly idolatrous, to give ſo 
much as the terme of Church-orna- 
ments unto Images. 4. To ſet up 

Images in our Engliſh churches mult 
| needs 


needs be ſcandalous ina ſpecial man- 
ner, namely, for that the authorized 
DoQtrine of our Church is moſt pal- 
pably contemned by the means. For 
the Book of Homilies , wherein 
Church Images arc fo peremptorily 
determined againſt, not only is at 
this day in full force , but alſo about 
fourſcore yeats fince was compiled, 
and ever " wn hath beene, both by - 
Convocations confirmed, by Parlia- 
ments eſtabliſhed, and by Viſitours 
from time totime inforced, & final- 
ly by a Supream Edict (not 20 years 
ſince ) preſcribed as a patterne and 
Boundary for all Preachersand Mt- 
niſters; And are not they then cul- 
pable of capitall ſcandall which will 
contrary thoſe Homilies within the 
bounds of that Government where 
they have been ſo lons authorized? 
Or isthere any thing more ſcar das 
lous ( not to ſay more peſtilent and 
1mpious ) then to contemn Authori- 
ty? 5. They are in another reſpect 
moſt ſcandalous within the bounds 
of 
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of Exg. namely,for that they afford 
a probable plea for Recuſancy , For 
may not the Recuſatthus plead, It is - 
impoſſible to avoid[dolatry in thoſe 
Churches where Images are ſuffer'd, 
by the judgment of your Homily : 
Butin your Engliſh Churches, Ima» 
ges are ſuffered;therfore it is impaſ- 
{ible to avoid Idolatry in your Eng- 
liſh churches, by the judgmer of your 
Homily: And haye we not then good 
cauſe to refrain your Churches ? 6. 
The Lord exprefly tels us, that f hs 
houſe ſhall be called the houſe of pray- 
er; But what more offenſive unto 
prayer then the pleaſures of the 01:s 
ward eye? Men therefore ſhutting 
C or ſhrining ) their eyes when they 
deſire to be fervent at that exerciſe. 
For the inviſible God ( unto whom 
only all Prayer is to be made) being 
no where to be ſpoken withal but in 
the cloſet of the heart, Ic is neceſſary 
that all the powers of the minde 
ſhould as much as poſſible may be, 
gather themſelyes unto the door of

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© heart, toward the entertainment of 
chat” God which at no other door 
means to enter: And therefore the 
things which allure the power of the 
mind to the door of the outwardeie 
& C asitis the property of all outward 
'_ ernatureto do) muſt needs make de- 
ſolation in the heart, and {o make us 
turn from him unto whom the pray- 
er is intended ; and are not then ſuch 
kind of ſights moſt fcandalous in the 
houſes of prayer ? Again, notonly 
our devotions are diftempered: by 
ſuch kind of ornaments, bur alſo our 
atteation unto divine inſtructions 
( which thoſe houles are always ap- 
plyed unto) mult needs be interrup. 
ted and confounded by the means ; 
divers inſtructers at once, (though 
they be found and'go2d ) no doubc 
t confounding one another , and fo 
becomins molt ſcandalous ar leaſt. 
| We conclude therefore, that ſince I- 
mages are ſuch ſcandalous fights in 
Churches , they muſt not for meere 
ornaments ſake be ſet up1n Church- 
" _ es: Allornature( though otherwiſe 
Neycr

never ſo lawfu],being bound to give 
place to ſcandal, wherewich nothing 
but neceffity ( againſt which there is 
ne remedy ) ts able to diſpenſe. In- 
deed if there were any kinde of ne- 
ceflicy for the ſetting up Irhages in 
Churches,we grant that ſcandalouſ- 
neſle were no ſufficient exception a- 
gSainſt them : But whoever pleaded 
any kind of neceſlity for any kind of. 
Images in Churches ? For we may 
both ſing and ſay, hear, preach, and 
pray ( which are all the Church du- 
ties of neceſlity requirable) not only 
without the help of Images, but alſo 
without the helpe of our very eyes, 
and though we were ſtark blind. Se- 
condly, admit there were a neceſſity 
of outward ornature ina Temple, 
yet there is no neceſlity of Images 
for ſuch a purpoſe : witnefle thar ſo 
beautiful Temple of Solomen, which 
had notAn Image to be ſeen(though 
' 1n thoſe Typical cimes ) in that part 
of the Temple where the Congrega» 
tion aſſembled. Witneſle zlio our 
Book 


C13] 
Book of Homilies , which though it 
admic of no Images in Churches, yer 
bath ic a ſpeciall Homily inticuled 8 
for the comely adorning of Churches. 
We conclude theretore,fince Images 
are ſuch ſcandalous fights in Chur- 
ches, and no kind of necetliry does 
inforce the ſetting up of any kind of 
Images in Churches ; therefore 
they muſt not be ſet up in Churches 
for meer ornament fake , all orna- 
ture though never ſo lawfull being a 
marter of redundance , and not of 
neceſſity , things being apt to be 
ſonnd and ſubſtantial, though beau- 
tiful chey be nor. 

3. AthirdArgument againitthe 
allegation ſhall be chis; All ornature 
isa Kind of beauty ; and all beauty is 
h Flos forme reſultantis in materia, 
that is , ſach @ kind of flouriſh 4s does 
reſult out of the fulneſs and ſupera: 
boundance of inward vigoxr : It being 
otherwiſe no true beauty indeed, but 
only a kind of Jay like, furtive, and 
g Tom.

uſurped 
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uſurped weed, or like the ruddy tin- 
Qure of a face which proceeds not 
from the life and ſpirit of the face, 
but only from ſome outward falſifi- 
cation and infetion upon the face. 
If therefore theſe Images be any 
true ornament unto Temples, they 
muſt proceed from the peculiar na» 
tnre and property of a Temple. Bot 
do they to ? Can they grow out of 
no{tones, but the {tones of Tem- 
ples? Can they hang upon no walles 
but the walies of Temples ? Yea, 
what walles ſo common, rotten, or 
prophane, but Images can be contert 
to be playſtered upon them, hang'd 
and drawn round about them ? they 
being. indeed the very Sperme and 
fpawn of places moſt contrary 
unto Temples, nemely,the Temples 
of Idolaters , Yuypram (as ai Father 
faith) quarto ſunt ornatiora Templa, 
& peulthriora fimelachra, tanto plus 
majeftatis habere credantar : that is, 
Whsfe T emples t he more aduraed they 
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are, and the mere goodly their Images» 

the more majeſtical they are ſuppoſca: 

The Scripture alſo teſtifying as 

murh when it tells us, how the Hea* 

thens boaſted that k Their Images ata 
excell the Images of fernſalew and 
Sawaria: ASallo when it termeth. 
Idolatry | a welt favor'd Harlet, it 
gives us to underſtand, that meer 
outward & forged beauty 18a Robe 
molt proper to Idolatry : whereof 


.ourHomilygives a fair reaſon whe 1t 
ſairh,mThat [dslatry being of her ſelf, 


an old, foul, filthy and witherd Harlot, 
and underſtanaing ber lack of true 
aaturall heagty, doth paint,and deck, , 
and tire her ſelf with gold, pearl, ſtone, 
and all kind of precious Fewels, the 
better to pleaſe and intice her fooliſh 
lovers, fc 

4. Fourthly, it is a neceſlary 
condition unto an ornament, that 
it be delightful unto the eys of thoſe 
for whom it is intended. For all or.

nature and beauty is a kind of ex- 
cellency; and excellency does ſup- 
poſe and require a degree of goo0d- 
neſs more then meer neceſlity does 
inforce. Now there being three 
degrees of goodnels, namely, law- 
fulneſs, profitableneſs, and delight: 
ſomneſs , and the two firſt being of 
neceſſity required in every thing 
that is admitted into a Temple, Ir 
follows that nothing can be ejteem- 
ed for an Ornament in a Temple, 
unleſs it hath that third degree. of 
- SooOdneſs, namely, delightlomneſs. 

And that the two firſt of theſe de- 
orees, namely, lawfulneſs and proft- 
tableneſfs are of neceſlity required in 
every thins that is endured -in a 
Temple, itis calie to declare. For 


firſc,ooleſs a thing be lawful, itis not 


in any place to be indured, whether 
in a Temple or without the Temple; 
Inhoneſtum & impoſſibile being e- 
ſteemed all one, in morall eſtates. 
And then in the fecond place, unleſs 
it be alſo profitable , It muſt not be 
allow 


f 
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allowed in a Temple , even by that 
Rule of Scripture which appointeth 
that n All rthings in Churches be doue 
to edifying: though our Homily doth 
not attribute unto Images in 
C hurches, ſo much as profitableneſs 
when it ſaith , (0) Sach decking of 
Tcmples hath nothing profited the 
wiſe , but greatly hart the ſimple and 
unwiſe. And therefore the things © 
which have not attained unto that 
third degree of goodnels , namely, 
delightiomneſs, cannot be reputed 
amongſt ornaments within the com- 
- paſs of Churches. It is true indeed, 
and eaſily granted, that Images in 
time & place are delightfull enough, 
the Scripture alſo acknowledging ſo 
much witen it upbraideth the peo- 
le by their pleafivrg piftares , the

Before 
therefore that ic be granted that 
Images are delightfull ſights in 
Churches, it muſt firſt be reſolved 
whether the circumſtiaces do concur * 
which are neccflary toward the 
making a thing delightfu} or net : 
And amongft thoſe: Circumſtances 
one of them is this , Seaſonableneſs 
and Sutableneſs.For though neceſli- 
ty does not ftandupon it, whether a 
thing be in Seaſon or out of Seaſon ; 
yet pleaſure and delight are of that 
tickleneſle and delicacy as that un- 
leſs the Seaſon concurs it will not 
take : q A tale ont of Seaſon being 
like muſick in mourning , and candie 
 auisin Nanta tarp color , a fair face 
though in 1t ſelf ſo pleaſing a fight, 
yetina fayler, or in a perſon whoſe 
profeſſion itis to wraſtle with the 
weather, it is thought an ill-favour:

inps': Atleaſt they muſt not beſo 
indulgent unto weak & (ſuppoſed_)

2. The other Allegation in tbe behalf

cified in the beginning ts this, that they 
furniſh the dead wich Tombs & Monu-' | 
ments : whereunto we anſwer, That the 
things which are eſpecially ſcandalous 
mult not be ſuffered in Churches, bur 
only in caſe of neceſlity, as we have ale 
ready declared. ' Now that ſuch kind cf 
Monnments are fcandalons fights in 
Churches,ir cannot be denied: Ir being 
eafie to obſerve throagh che Courſe of | 
the times that the ;ordinary original of 
Idols hath been from Sepulchres, and 
ſuchkKind of Monuments.And the Scrip- 
curegives us a fair warrant fo to think, 
whenthe Lord ſayes,that,Hewill c caſf 
their carcaſſes upon the carcaſſes of thiiy 
1dois,for other carcaſſes then ſuch dead 
c Levit.26.30, | | . 
C-3 bo- 
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bodies as were interred under their Þ- 

dols,their Idols could not have : And it 
was the uſual courſe among theAncient 
Heathens firſtto ere& Alcars over their 
dead, an41 then to bu:1d Temples over 

thoſe Altars, andthea finally, ro make 
their dead the G)ds of thofe Temples. 
Moreover, the reaſon wliy the Lord 

would not have the 4 burying place of 
Mofes to be known,, is agreed upon by 
all Divines co be for the preventing of 
Idolatry. And therefore ifche meer bu- 
rying place of a Saint, and that in the 
Wilderneſs, be fo apt to beget an Idoll, 
how much more will it be fitted for 
ſuch a purpoſe when it ſhall be ina 
Temple, and withall ſhall have the I- 
mage of the Saintereced upon it, and 
that ſo gloriouſly and ſumptuouſlly as 
that if men had a deſire to make a god 
of it, the y could not do more. Thirdly, 
there bei ng a ſpeciall proneneſs in the 
hearts of men to magnifie their Fore-fa- 
thers (e mortuos miratur vanitas vulgs 
ma gis quam vives ) and to eſteem moſt

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highly of thoſe wh livedin the former 
times , partly our of an envy againſt the 
preſent times (f Virtutem mcolumemns 0- 
aimns, ſublatam ex oculis querimas . 
1nviaz) and partly becauſe the imperfe- 
tons of the preſent times are more in 
ſight : how can it be otherwiſe like, 
bur that the Images of thofe ſo admired 
Antients, will draw admiration and for- 
brddenrefpects ? Eſpecially after once 
the moſs of Antiquity is grown upon 
them ; Antiquity (as a ® Father faith) 
being of force to make even errours ac! 
ceptable , and whereinto (as Þ another 
ſaith Jmen think 1t a point ofimpiety to 
enquire: And can we then make queſt- 
on bur that ſuch kind of Monuments 
muſt needs be ſcandalous fights in 
Churches?Now in the ſecond place,that 
there 1s no neceſſity of ſuch kind of 
Monuments in thoſe kind of places (ne- 
ceflity only being of force to diſpence 
with ſcandals) It will ealily be granted. 
For firſt, the only intent & uſe of thoſe 


Monuments is to do an honor unto the

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dead ; whereas Honour, though it be 
never ſo ſoundand good,is not a matter 
of neceſlity;the Scripture telling us that 
the. multitude of thoſe which ſhall be 
admitted into the Rate of bliſs ſhall be 
ſuch,asi no mar can number, And there- 
fore ifnot ſo much as their perſss can.be 
known, much leſs their Names & Fames 
be ſo great aps earth as to have diſtin&t 
Monuments erected upon therh. Second: 
ly,ſuch kind of Monuments may be ere- 
ed in other places as well as Temples, 
& that more obviouſly & coſpicuoufly; 
Sepulchres & Graves '(weare ſure) ha* 
ving been extant before any Terples 
were known. Thirdly, there are other 
courſes more apt to continue the re- 
membrance ofthe dead,then thoſe kind 
of Monuments , namely,Infcriptions & 
} Epitaphs : For. by ſuch kind of expreſſt- 
, ons,the trueſt,and nobleit, and moſt 1n- 
| wardparts. of the dead are apt to be far 
more lively and properly ſet forth , the

4. Meer natural men have made no 
reckoning of theſe kind of Monuments, 
witneſs that m Grecian Prince, which 
would not ſuffer ſo much as his picture 
{1n bis life time ) to be taken, and that 
for this worchy reaſon, becanſe he would 
be known by nothing but bis a&s:witneſs 
alſo he that gave his Emperour this, 
counſel ( Macenras to Auguſtus) n never 
k Horace Carm.3

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toſuffer any Images or Temples to be e- 
refed unto ny, becauſe (faith he) If 
you rule well the whole world will be your 
Termsple,and every City a Monument and 
SB _ of Joxr glory ; Buteſpecially wir- 
els That whole Commonwealth of 
thoſe anciento Trades, which would not 
ſuffer any Sepulchres to be erected over 
cheir dead, becanſe tbey thought no man 
worthy to be remembred any longer, then 
daring the yemembrance of his vertnes : 
which ſo ſound and impartial judgemet 
of theirs, the providence of God (who 
loves allwayes to requite ſound judge- 
ment whereloever he find it)did requite 
with another vercue like unto it ; For 
fo the ſame Author does further report 
of that Nation, that they were never 
known to tell a lie; His nefaseft (ſaith 
he) Fa'ſ: quicquam pro vero dicere ; ne* 
que Inaorum quiſquam anquam, in 7u- 
aicinm, quod mentiths eſſet, vocats tft : 
That ſo, ſuch as ſcorned choſe kind of 
praiſes which could not be had but by 
fallifications and counterfeit Imapes ,

might be required with fuch a ſpeciall 
fellowſhip of the Truth (never to be 
| taken up with a lie) as never any Natt- 
on before them, or after them, attained 
unto. And ſhall then the Chriſtians (fo

of thoſe kind of common painted, py- 
bald,and ſcandalous Monuments which 
Heathens and meer naturall Nations 
nave thought ſo unworthy of? Eſpect- 
ally when as the Lord hath promiſed 
themanother manner of remembrance; 
for thus ſaith the Prophet Melachy , Þ 
A Book of remembrance was written be- 
fore him, for them that feared the Lord, 
' and that thonght upon his name. Finally 
it is the great decree of God that the 
Bodies of his ſervants (thongh they be 
never ſo holy and worthy) ſhould be 
ſownin corruption, though they ſhall 
riſe in incorruption, and ſownin dif- 
honor,though they ſhall riſe in honor : 

And therefote to ſet forth thoſe Bodies 
in ſuch pompous and glorious manner 
while they are under the doom of cor-

 ruption aud diſſolution in the grave, is 
E little leſs then a kind of reſiſtance unto 
t mortality, and relucation againſt chat 
great decree,as alſo a kindof falfificatio

and tumbling unto poſterity,which se- 
neral experience hath found to enſue 
thereupon. And ſo,without further-ado, 
and leſt we go beyond the ſcantling 
of -y Appendix we will here make an 
end.

they ſometime find them not uſefull for their
